DETAILED ACTION 

1. In an amendment filed on August 21, 2009, claims 1, 3-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-20, 22-26 and 28 have 
been amended. 

2. Claims 29-31 have been added. 

3. Claims 2, 8, 12, 17, 21 and 27 have been canceled. 

4. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-20, 22-26 and 28-31 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on August 21 , 2009, with respect to the 35 USC 103 rejections of 
claims 1, 3-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-20, 22-26 and 28 have been fully considered in view of the amended claims 
and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103 rejections of claims 1,3-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-20, 22-26 and 28 have 
been withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on August 21, 2009, with respect to the 35 USC 112 rejections of 
claims 1,11 and 20 have been fully considered in view of the amended claims and are persuasive. The 
35 USC 112 rejections of claims 1,11 and 20 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-11, 13-16, 18-20, 22-26 and 28-31 are allowed. No reason for allowance is 
needed as the record is clear in light of applicant's arguments and specification. Also all "computer 
readable medium" and "computer storage medium" claims are considered by the examiner as non- 
transitory medium.
